The subject matter of claim 1 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of the 
inventions described in documents 1-3. It is recognized that the gasket materials described in documents 1-3, 
the ratio of their height (h) to the line width (w) of their areas joining to the cover body is in the range of 0.8- 
3.0. 

j The subject matters of claims 2-6 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of the 
invention described in document 1 or 2. Document 1 or 2 describes the respective inventions wherein a gasket is 
formed in the first stage and then another gasket is extruded, to form a gasket in a multi-stage structure. 

The subject matters of claims 7 and 8 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of 
the invention described in document 1 or 2. Document 1 or 2 describes the respective inventions that are 
recognized to have a constitution wherein the section shape of the extrusion opening is deformed with a long 
axis and a short axis and the extrusion opening turns according to the direction of movement with the short axis 
constantly perpendicular to the direction of movement of the extrusion opening.

The subject matter of claim 9 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of the invention 
described in cited documents 2 and 4. Document 2 describes that the pneumatic pressure of the gasket is in the 
range of 50 kPa to 1 MPa. Document 4 describes an extrusion apparatus for gaskets that can be applied to the 
invention described in document 2. 

The subject matters of claims 10-14 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of 
the inventions described in cited document 2. It is recognized that, in the invention described in document 2, the 
viscosity at a shearing rate of 1.0/s would be in a range of 50-1000 Pa»s, as in the Examples of the present 
application, because acrylic-modified ether urethane is increased in viscosity and given a thixotropic property 
by adding an inorganic filler. 

The subject matter of claim 15 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of the 
invention described in document 2. It is recognized that the invention of document 2 also has a hardness of 50° 
or less. 

The subject matters of claims 16 and 17 do not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view 
of the invention described in document 2. Document 2 also describes that the gasket material is acrylic- 
modified ether urethane. 

The subject matter of claim 18 does not appear to be novel or to involve an inventive step in view of the 
inventions described in documents 1-3. Documents 1-3 also describe that gaskets are hardened by irradiating 
activating energy rays on them. 

The subject matters of claims 19 and 20 appear to involve an inventive step in view of the documents 
cited in the ISR. None of the documents cited in the ISR describes that the irradiating muzzle of an ultraviolet 
irradiator moves in unison with the extrusion opening of a three-dimensional automatic painting device, and 
that feature would not be obvious to a person skilled in the art. 

The subject matter of claim 21 does not appear to involve an inventive step in view of the inventions 
described in documents 1-3. The sizes of gaskets to be manufactured can be chosen as required according 
to the sizes of hard disks concerned.
